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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7, 14 and 18-20 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-7, 14 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Shiota et al. (US Patent # 6,625,334). 

[Claims 1,6, 18] 

Shiota teaches a data communication terminal (figure 1, digital camera 1) which sends data to a 
server (PC 3 or image server 6), comprising 

a designating part of designating an original file having an original file name and data 
contents (col. 5 lines 8-38); 

a filename giving part for generating a new file obtained by copying said data contents of 
said original file and giving a new file name which is different from said original file name (col. 
5 lines 40-64 teach that if a file with a same name exists, the file to be transferred is copied 
temporarily and a new identifying number is given to the file to be transferred in order to 
distinguish the file names); and 

a sending part for sending said new file with the new file name to said server (e.g. as 
described above the file with new name is transferred to the PC or server), 

wherein the new file name has a characteristic part indicating that said new file is 
subjected to file-sending (col. 5 lines 54-64 teach that if ten image files with identifying numbers 
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001 to 010 exist, a following image file has a file name "flower040301 1" with 01 1 being the new 
identifying number. The identifying numbers 001 to 01 1 and so on are used to identify different 
files that are being sent to the PC or server and therefore clearly represent a characteristic part 
that indicates that said new file is subjected to file-sending). 
[Claims 2 and 19] 

The new file has a common part with the old file name as "flower0403" (col. 5 lines 40-64). 
[Claims 3 and 4] 

The identifying part has a number part (001 to 01 1) that is updated and increased as each file is 
transferred from camera to a PC. 
[Claim 5] 

Shiota teaches that the identifying number is also expressed as a seven digit number comprising 
a 4-digit reception number and a 3-digit serial number so that files from a memory card are 
identified as "flower0403 0000001" to "flower0403 00000 10" (col. 6 lines 7-27). Therefore a 
plurality of images are allowed for single- file sending operation having a characteristic part (4- 
digit reception number) common among respective file names. 
[Claims 7 and 20] 

Shiota teaches wherein each photographed original image file is named according to a 
predetermined rule (e.g. based on title of the recording property information like flower and date 
of recording like April 3 will be 0403, col. 5 lines 8-26). 
[Claim 14] 

Computer program storing claim 14 corresponds to apparatus claim 1 and 18 and is therefore 
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analyzed and rejected the same as previously discussed with respect to apparatus claims 1 and 18 
respectively.
